It is strongly intimated by those who pre- 


tend to know, that the President will clear- 
ly define his position relative to the Pacific 
Railroad, in his message. He has declared 
that the project aa pressed in the last Con- 
gress (Senator Gwin's bill,) never conlrt have 
his sanction ; and he has intimated pretty 
clearly that if such a bill is passed by Con- 
gress, during his Presidency, it will have to 
overcome a veto before it becomes the law 
of the land. 


It is also stated that the President will 


recommend a general system of reciprocal 
trade with the British Provinces, of all ar- 
ticles the growth and product of each coun- 
try, and the admission offish, duty free, up- 
on our fishermen being permitted to fish un- 
restrictedly on the coasts of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. The proposition of the 
English government to permit Colonial ves- 
sels to obtain American registers will not be 
opposed, but the suggestion to throw open 
the coasting trade of California will be re- 
jected as unconstitutional. 


A complete revision of the tariff will be 


suggested ; and with this view the Secretary 
of the Treasury is busily engaged in prepar 
ing voluminous data, to show the consump 
tion of the several articles of trade, and wi 
suggest important mortifications in all sue 
articles as come under the head of necessa 
ries. It is yet doubtful whether nuy muto 
rial modification will be made in the duty o 
iron ; but, notwithstanding, the most urgen 
remonstrances of the manufacturers of rai 
road iron iu the United States, it is believe 
a. repeal of the duty on that particular art 
cle will bo recommended. 


Tho Secretary of the Navy will rocom 


mend an entire revision of the personnel nn 
materiel of the navy. A retired list and a 
increase of pay to the sailor, will form 
prominent feature in his report. 


Perhaps the most important feature of th 


messnge will be its allusion to the position o 
the Sandwich Islands, and the bold avowi 
of the importance of their being annexed t 
the United States.
